A’ new day in regulating trans- 
portation in the United States will 
date from tomorrow. At that time 
the Federal government will begin 
to take the measure of the new gi 
ant in the transportation field——the 
motor bus and truck-——with a view 
to putting on the nation’s law books 
such measures as will direct this 
voung giant's great capacity to 
serve along channels that will be of 
greatest public benefit. 

Under recent direction of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission one 
of its members, Commissioner Esch, 
who is one of the two men who 
wrote the present law 


swing around the United States to 
gather facts and figures concerning 
the parts which the motor bus 
and the motor truck now play on 
the stage of American transporta- 
tion. He will delve into a_ task 
whose vital truths are now virtually 
unknown. He will attempt to sur- 
vey, plot and chart the tangled web 
of transportation lines thrown over 
the country by these two new 
agencies of transportation. 

Save that the motor bus has sped 
from factory to highway in swarms 
during the past few years, and that 
the motor truck is now delivering 
the goods by hundreds of thousands 
of tons daily where the railroads 
used to do the job half a dozen 
years ago, little is definitely known. 
So rapidly has this newest trans- 
portation agency glided into favor 
that it is wholly unregulated today 
in 12 States and only partly 
regulated in 27 others. Of Federal 
regulation there is none whatever.

Former Foe of Railroads. 

Truck and bus played merry Ned 
with the railroad business at first, 
descending like a plague of locusts 
into their choicest flelds. Bewilder- 
ed railroad executives stormed, 
swore-—and adopted both bus and 
truck as step-children to the pas- 
senger coach and freight’ car. 
Today 61 railroads in the United 
States and Canada are using motor 
trucks to supplement their shipping 
service and have converted the 
truck from a hot competitor to a 
helpful friend. Twenty-one steam 
roads after watching the motor bus 
decimate their short-haul passenger 
traffic, put on their own motor buses 
and 18 other steam roads not now 
using them are considering their 
installation. 

Electric lines, hard hit at first by 
motor bus competition, were quick 
to adopt the new agency as their 
own. The rails have come up from 
more than 2,000 miles of city 
streets during the past few years 
and on those thoroughfares the 
trolley car has been replaced by the

An increase in taxes, both direct 
and indirect, and a forced loan are 
regarded as forming the basis of 
the new government’s plans. It is 
known that the question of a forced 
loan was discussed at the cabinet 
council today, but its application 
appears difficult. Many of the min- 
isters pointed out that the experi- 
ences along this line attempted by 
other countries were discouraging. 

Heavy Payments Due. 

The payments which the Poin- 
care ministry must meet before 
August 25 are very heavy. They 
include 500,000,000 francs July 31 
for salaries of state employes; 68,- 

00,000, interest on treasury bonds 
on August 15, and on August 16, 
235,000,000 francs, interest on 5 
per cent rentes. Ten million dol- 
lars is due the United States on 
August 1, and £3,000,000 is due 
Great Britain between August 18 
and 25. The cabinet is convinced 
that the payments falling due 
within a month can be met without 
further inflation. 

Special inducements will be ex- 
tended to taxpayers settling their 
1926 taxes before the elapse of 60 
days.

In 
each of the States the necessary sig- 
natures have been obtained and filed 
with the secretary of state. Thus. 
the referendum automatically comes 
into force despite the vigorous oppo- 
sition of dry leaders in these States.

In Nevada, where there is no 
State prohibition law, a national 
referendum upon the subject of pro- 
hibition has been called for by a 
resolution of the State legislature. 
The question put to the voters of 
this State will be: 

“Do you favor a nation-wide ref- 
erendum to ascertain whether the 
present prohibition law should be 
repealed or continued?” 

This brings the number. of 
States which are scheduled to hold 
wet and dry referendums up to 
eight.

TO ANNUL PROPOSAL 
FOR ENTERING COURT 


Declares World Tribunal Is 
Dominated by Hating 
Creditors. 


ASSERTS NATION ASKS 
ONLY PORTION OF DEBTS 


Reviews Evidences Abroad 
of Enmity Being Held 
for America. 


(By the Associated Press: ) 


Europe is ‘‘united in but one 
thing, hatred of the United States,” 
Senator Hiram Johnson (Republi- 
can), California, declared in a 
statement yesterday, urging that 
“without delay we withdraw our 
proposal for entry’’ into the world 
court. 

Despite this ‘‘hatred of the 
United States,’’ which the senator 
laid to the debt question, he de- 
clared, ‘‘a part of our citizenship 
is so blind, so weak and flabby, 
that they would take this hated 
creditor nation into a world court 
dominated by its hating debtors.”’ 

“It comes to us from various 
sources that our reservations will 
be accepted by no great nations of 
Europe, but three small nations 
have acquiesced in them. We may 
be saved from ourselves by those 
who hate us most; but it would be 
infinitely better, with the knowl- 
edge existing in the State Depart- 
ment today, and with the knowl- 
edge that has been conveyed to our 
people by the daily news dispatches, 
that without delay we withdraw 
our proposal for entry.”’ 


Cites Press Attitude. 


“The greatest of the English 
newspapers,” he continued, “are 
denouncing us without stint; the 
French press is ablaze in its bitter. 
ness against us; the Italian papers 
emulate those of other countries in 
applying opprobrious epithets to 
us. One of them shrieks at us: 

‘*But there is one thing to be 
remembered outside of Europe in 
the world, there is Asia—and in 
Asia there is Japan.’ 

“Well dressed crowds of French- 
men in the streets of Paris hiss and 
hoot and mob Americans. 

“In our leading international 
newspaper, the New York Times, 
we read from its Paris correspon4d- 
ent who always voices the foreign 
view, that what is occurring has 
the potentiality of trouble. 


Only Portion Sought. 


“The United States is the pariah 
among nations openly accused of 
being a money bag and a shylock, 
hated and despised by all. And ap- 
parently the cause of it all is be- 
cause the United States is seeking 
to collect a portion, and only a 
small portion, of the promissory 
notes given to the United States by 
foreign nations. 

‘‘We have just learned from Mr. 
Mellon for the first time that in the 
case of Italy we forgave all the

declares, ‘‘the year was not one of 
credit inflation or boom psychol- 
ogy.’ 


The great expansion, when con- 
sidering the industrial and commer- 
cial business as a whole, was de- 
scribed as having “‘represented the 
continuance of conditions scarcely 
interrupted since the middle of 
1922,’’ and the basic reason given 
was the ‘increasing efficiency of in- 
dustry and commerce.”’ 


Better in Agriculture. 


Discussing agriculture, the book 
declares that while some branches 
have not yet recovered from the in- 


jury wrought from the great slump 
in prices of farm products in 1920 
and 1921, the situation in general 
during the past two years “has 
been more satisfactory than before, 
and on the whole the year 1925 wit- 
nessed some improvement as com- 
pared with 1924.” 

Particularly characteristic of 
1925 business, the book asserts, 
was its steadiness throughout the 
year. Discussing manufacturing 
and mining, it says that the small 
loss in ground caused by a tem- 
porary recession in the summer of 
1924 was more than recovered last 
year, when manufacturing increased 
in volume to 10% per cent and min- 
ing production increased 5 per cent 
over the preceding year. 

“From a broad point of view,’’ it 
continues, ‘‘the most impressive fact 
with regard to the recent history of 
American industry is its constantly 
advancing efficiency. 


Production Exceeds Employment. 


‘Recent careful calculations in- 
dicate that whereas the number of 
wage earners in our factories in- 
creased about 27 per cent between 
1914 and 1923, the output—in 
terms of quantitative volume and 
not in money value-——increased by 
at least 60 per cent. In other words, 
production per wage earner em- 
ployed advanced by approximately 
one-fourth, 

“The principal immediate factors 
contributing are greater efficiency 
of the wage earners themselves, im- 
proved management, more scientific 
methods and waste elimination, and 
greater use of capital as an aid to 
human effort.’’ 

Due to a higher. return on a 
number of farm products, an extra- 
ordinary rise in rubber prices and 
considerable advances in certain 
other important commodities, the 
average all-commodity wholesale 
price index for the year was placed 
6 per cent higher than in 1924. 


Retail Prices Higher. 


Retail food prices, following the 
course of farm products, averaged 
about 8 per cent higher, while the 
general cost of living index, repre- 
senting retail prices of commodities 
entering into general consumption, 
was 3 per cent higher. 

Save for the fact that part of the 
great increase in value of imports 
in 1925 was due to “unreasonable 
price advances brought about by 
foreign governmental control of 
commodities,” the book says in dis- 
cussing foreign trade, the conditions 
of American foreign trade last year 
were “exceptionally favorable.” 

As to transportation and com- 
munication, the book asserts that 
railroad traffic last year was “equal 
to, if not greater than that of the 
previous peak year in transporta- 
tion history, 1923,” and that the net 
railway operating income in 1925 
was the highest ever’ reported, 
reaching, for class 1 railways, 
$1,120,000,000. !

TRAFFIC FOLLOWING SURVEY

bus. Thirty traction companies 
throughout the country have aban- 
doned trolleys altogether and now 
operate only motor buses. Fifty 
more trolley companies have sus- 
pended trolley operations on certain 
lines wholly in favor of buses. 

A total of 250 traction companies 


have undertaken, in whole or part, 
to replace trolley cars with buses 
in the past few years. Nearly 6,000 
private bus companies are now 
operating about 25,000 buses 
wholly within individual States 
and about 500 more concerns are 
sending their 3,000 buses on daily 
runs across State lines. 

Nearly 76,000 buses, public and 
private (including school buses), 
operate daily throughout the coun- 
try over 600.000 miles of roadways. 
How many passengers they trans- 
port, heaven only knows. The av- 
erage mileage of a single bus is 
estimated at not less than 20,000 a 
year and, with that as a basis, one 
man’s calculation as to distance cov- 
ered by all bus lines every day is as 
good as another’s. 

At least 500,000 motor trucks 
are believed to be engaged in work- 
ing for the railroads or in compet- 
ing with them for freight, mostly 
over short hauls. The volume of 
their traffic in some sections is 
snormous. Chicago, for instance, 
gets 32 per cent of all its milk to- 
day by motor truck line. while in 
the case of Baltimoze, Cincinnati, 
Detroit, Indianapolis, Milwaukee 
and the Twin Cities the Department 
of Agriculture estimates that 90 
per cent of the daily milk is deliv- 
ered from dairy to city by motor 
truck. 

Competition between the private 
trucking or bus company, on the 
one hand, and the railroad and trac- 
tion company, on the other, still is 
tremendously keen in many sec- 
tions. The motor has cut the heart 
out of railroad earnings here and 
there and supplemented them else- 
where. What share of the traffic 
is now being borne by the motor 
is one of the things the government 
is attempting to find out. 

While the motor truck and motor 


bus have been growing like mush- 
rooms at night, not so with the 
steam railroads.: They have actually 
shrunk. For one reason or an- 
other, among the reasons being mo 
tor competition, they have aban 
doned since 1920 the operation of 
nearly 2,500 miles of line. 
1916, the peak year of railroad 
mileage, the steam roads have aban 
doned more than 4,500 miles of line. 


Thus while motor traffic expands, 
the mileage of the steam carrier 
diminishes. The one is under strict 
governmental regulation; the other 
under no Federal regulation wha't- 
ever at present and, generally speak- 
ing, under loose State or local regu- 
lation in many Commonwealths. 
Both are necessary. of course, to 
meet the country’s transportation 
needs. 


In the case of the motor, how- 
ever, the government is not waiting 
for a crop of evils and abuses to 
harvest, as in the case of the steam 
roads years ago when they first 
came under governmental regula 
tion. The government, through the 
commission, is gathering the facts 
while the infant transportation giant 
is still an infant and on those facts 
will make recommendations to Con- 
gress for regulatory and helpful 
legislation. 

The first session at which Com. 
missioner Eseh will take ‘testimony 
is to be held at Chicago tomorrow. 
Friday the second session wil] be 
held at St. Paul. Thereafter, during 
August and September, sessions 
will be held in the order named, at 
Portland, Oreg.; San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Denver, Detroit, Boston, 
New York, Asheville, N. C.: Dallas, 
Kansas City, Mo., and Washington 

Every steam railroad under com- 
mission control has been directed 
to supply the commission with ex 
haustive information concerning 
motor competition and its own sub 
sidiary motor lines, if any, and 
thousands of private bus and truck 
ing firms will be given an opportu- 
nity to state their cases as well 
Months will be passed in assem 
bling and correlating the informa 
tion thus obtained and thereaftar 
will come the proposals to Con- 
gress.

Nellie McCarthy, 28, removed 
from her apartment in Wadsworth 
street and died at a hospital an hour 
later. 

Charles Lennon, of Brayton, guest 
of an impromptu party in Miss Mc- 
Carthy’s rooms, died at the same 
hospital today. 

Edward Sander, of Potomac ave- 
nue, employe of an automobile plant, 
died late Saturday night. 

Wadislaus Bauman, 
street, a painter, also 
saturday night. 

The dead at Lockport: 

Charles Degman, 55, and Frank 
Mulvey, 40, both of Lockport; 
Jaines Haligan, of Pittsburgh, and 
Christopher E. Lombard, former 
hotel man,.of Wrights Corners. 


Two Others in Hospital. 


In addition to these fatalities, 
James Murphy, another guest at the 
McCarthy apartment, and Alexander 
Mlusail, of Greely street, are in hos- 
pitals in a serious condition. 

As a.result of the police investi- 
gation, Carl Maischoss, of Potomac 
avenue, from whom Nellie McCarthy 
and James Murphy are alleged to 
have bought the poison liquor, was 
arrested.

herst street, alleged by the police to 
be a wholesale distributor of al- 
cohol. Voelker could not be located 
and was reported to have left the 
_ city. 

Joseph Banos, alleged middle- 
man, held on a homicide charge as 
the result of two deaths on Satur- 
day, also made a sworn statement 
to the police, in which he claimed 
to have bought two 120-gallon 
drums of alcohol from James 
Voelker. Banos declared he discov- 
ered the alcohol unfit for use and 
turned it back to Voelker.

He demoted one detective 
to the patrol ranks today on 
charges of failure to enforce the 
law, and he _ said that further 
changes could be expected any 
time.

2 GUNMEN WOUNDED; 
1 IS CARRIED AWAY 


Five Men Said to Have Beaten 
and Robbed Paymaster 
of Ice Cream Plant. 


New York, July 25.—One wound- 
ed gunman was captured and an- 
other, wounded, was.carried away 
by three accomplices in a com- 
mandeered taxicab after their es- 
cape car had crashed into a hy- 
drant at 122d street and Third 
avenue this afternoon. Their crash 
followed their alleged torture and 
robbery of Lester Concannon, pay- 
master of an ice cream plant, about 
4 o'clock. 

The men forced Concannon to 
open his safe, it is said, after 
repeated clubbings with a revolver 
butt. They secured about $10,000. 
About $6,000 was recove¥ed from 
the wrecked automobile. The men 
added to this crime, it is charged, 
by shooting down Cecil Linderman, 
a clerk, as he entered the plant. 
Linderman, wounded in the abdc- 
men, has slight chance to live. 

Peter Powers, 26, alias Charles 
Mooney, East Side, was captured 
by a rookie patrolman, Martin 
Mahoney, after the gangsters had 
jumped from their smashed vehi- 
cle. Mahoney opened fire when 
they failed to halt on command, 
street crowds scuttling for safety.

It was proposed that Shaw's 
birthday speech be broadcast, but 
the British broadcasting company, 
which is something of a government 
monopoly, undertook to extract a 
pledge from him not to make con- 
troversial utterances. He declined 
any such pledge, so the speech will 
not be broadcast, but the public is 
awaiting with even more interest 
than otherwise what G. B. S. will 
say. One phase of his career which 
is never dull is joshing the English 
in particular and the world in gen- 
eral—making them like it and pay 
him handsomely for his banter and 
repartee. 

The newspapers are filled with 
columns of adulation and critical 
analysis of Shaw’s remarkable per- 
sonality and genius, with \many 
tributes from abroad, especially 
America. 


Tribute. 


German and Dutch journals have 
issued special Shaw numbers, while 
a bulky, handsomely bound volume 
delivered at the famous Shaw flat 


in Adelphi terraee, contained greet- 
ings of 100 eminept.German states- 
men, authors, musicians, actors and 
critics, including Dr. Stresemann, 
the foreign minister; Prof. Einstein, 
of relativity fame, and Richard 
Strauss, the musician.

Tomorrow he is slated to answer 
the summons of the Federal grand 
jury and appear to justify his new- 
ly announced doctrine that a direc- 
tor of prohibition may drink, offer 
drinks of liquor to his friends, be 
host at parties in his hotel, at 
which liquor might be served, and 
even offer drinks to reporters. 

‘Just hospitality,’’ he explained. 

But the United States attorney 
here, George Hatfield, is relying on 
a section Of the Féderal penal code 
which makes it a felony for an of- 
ficer of the internal revenue serv- 
ice to embezzle or wrongfully con- 
vert for his own use money or prop- 
erty of the United States. The of 
fense carries a maximum penalty 
of ten years in jail. 


Served Gifts, 


Col. Green, however, has been 
careeful to explain that he had not 
appropriated any government prop- 
erty, seized liquors, but has only dis- 
pensed the liquor which came to him 
as gifts from friends. True, he 
says, some of the liquor he found in 
the waste baskets in his office, but it 
did not come from seized stocks, but 
was left for him by well meaning 
friends in his service: . 

Before he left yesterday for his 
sister’s home in Modesto, to spend 
the week-end, Green‘s own hotel! 
quarters were raided. He witnessed 
government agents seize more than 
20 bottles of whisky, gin, wines and 
champagnes, which had filled two of 
the ‘dresser drawers.

PITCHED BATTLE IS HAD 


Norfolk, Va., July 25 (By A. P.). 
The Virginia crab beds of lower 
Tangier sound, in Chesapeake bay, 
today lay under the protecting 1- 
pounders of the State gunboat Com- 
modore Maury, marking the end, 
for the present, at least, of a long 
war against Maryland poachers. 

The scene of a pitched battle 
Friday night between the poachers 
and the crew of the Virginia police 
patrol-boat : Marguerite, the sound 
was Sabbath-quiet today, with none 
invading fishing craft in 
sight. How many of the Maryland- 
ers were wounded in the fight with 
the patrol boat was not Known, but 
the crew of four were confident 
they had registered several hits, 
while escaping injury themselves.

Newton Mann Dies; 
First of Modernists 


Chicago, July 25.—The Rev. 
Newton Mann, nationally known 
preacher and author, the first cler- 
gyman in America publicly to ex- 
pound the doctrine of evolution 
from the pulpit and the man who 
began the modernist-fundamental- 
ist controversy in this country, 
died here of pneumonia, tonight. 

Mr. Mann was more than 91 
years old and a Unitarian. He 
passed the last fifteen years of his 
life in Chicago. He was known as 
a poet, had in his earlier years 
contributed to astronomical discov- 
eries and was the author of a num- 
ber of books on literature, religion 
and on gocialism.

clauses were not applied to the ex- 
tent of making impossible the exist- 
ence of the church. 


Constitution Is Violated. 


“In truth, the governments in 
power during that period of time 
undoubtedly placed great obstacles 
before the church and passed 
against the church several admip- 
istrative measures excessively vigor- 
ous and sometimes unconstitutional, 
but they never made impossible the 
administration of sacraments and 
the exercise of cults in general. 

‘“‘Against that grave persecution 
which could be considered as iso- 
lated and transitory we could ob- 
serve an expectant attitude, seeking 
harmony, tolerating humiliations, 
always having in mind the princi- 
ples of the divine constitution of 
the church. But the regulations 
now issued by the federal executive 
which injure to such an extent the 
divine rights of the church intrust- 
ed to our guardianship are second- 
ary to the natural rights which 
both consecrate religious liberty as 
the primordial foundation of civili- 
zation and positively prescribe so- 
cial and individual duty to worship 
God, are so contrary to the Mexican 
constitutional rights, that before 
such violation of so sacred moral 
values it is impossible for us to 
yield any further. 


Religion Made Criminal. 


“It would be a crime on our part 
to tolerate such a situation, and we 


do not desire that when brought 
before the tribunal of God the tardy 
lamentations of the prophet might 
cOme to our mind—‘woe is me, be- 
cause I have kept silent.’ 

“Who will not recognize that an 
offense truly incredible is done di- 
vine rights and natural rights, and 
to the dearest and most sacred in- 
terests of the Mexican nation, when, 
according to the latest decree of 
the federal executive, the acts or- 
dered or advised by God, and there- 
fore most sacred acts which the leg- 
islation of civilized countries pro- 
tect, acts which for centuries have 
been the soul of life of the Mexican 
people, are made criminal offenses, 
with penalties more rigorous than 
moral crimes in general or crimes 
against life and property? 

‘“‘Who fails to recognize that the 
present decree, instead of protect- 
ing the before-mentioned rights, 


merely tends to make the 1917 con-| 


stitution unchangeable, whereas 
the Mexican people for a thousand 
reason desire it amended? 


Action Not Rebellious. 


“Is it not clear that the decree, 
instead: of promoting the common 
welfare and assuring religious lib- 
erty, as the constitution requires, 
tends only to make Mexico un- 
Catholic, and to create for the gov- 
ernment a serious problem, and a 
sad inheritance for its successors? 

“For this reason, and following 
the pontiff’s example, we protest 
against the decree before God, be- 
fore civilized humanity, before the 
country and history. With God’s 
favor and your (the Catholics of 
Mexico) cooperation, we will work 
to effect an amendment of the de- 
cree and the antireligious provi- 
sion of the constitution, and we 
will not desist from our purpose 
until it is attained. 

““As we have said in a previous 
pastoral letter, our conduct is not 
rebellion, because this same consti- 
tution containing antireligious 
clauses leaves the way open for its 
amendment; also because our atti- 
tude is just obedience of orders and 
because it is just defense of legiti- 
mate rights. 

“Therefore, confronting the im- 
possibility of practicing our sacred 
ministry under the conditions im- 
posed by this decree, and after hav- 
ing consulted the most holy father, 
his holiness, the Pope, and with his 
ratification we order that after July 
31, until we order otherwise, all 
religious services requiring the in- 
tervention of priests shall be sus- 
pended in all the churches of the 
country. 


Not An Interdiction. 


‘‘We advise you, beloved sons, 
that this is not meant to impose 
on you the grave penalty of inter- 
diction, but we-merely intend to 
use the only weapon at present at 
our disposal to protest against the 
antireligious clauses of the consti- 
tution and the laws thereby sanc- 
tioned. 

“Church buildings will not be 
closed, so, worshippers may pray 
within them. The priests in 
charge of the. buildings will be 
withdrawn in order to release them 
from the penalties imposed by the 
decree, and so, priests will not have 
to give the notifications required 
by the law. We leave the churches 
under the care of the worshippers, 
and we are sure they will guard the 
sanctuaries which they inherited 
from their ancestors, or which they 
built themselves for the worship of 
God. : 

‘“‘As the law does not grant 
Catholic primary schools, the 
necessary permission to impart re- 
ligious teachings to which they are 
bound, we impose it upon the-con- 
science of all fathers to prevent 
their sons from attending schools 
where their faith and good cus- 
toms are endangered and where the 
texts violate that religious neutral- 
ity recognized by the constitution 
itself. } 

“It is painful indeed to our pa- 
ternal heart that we are forced to 
adopt such grave measures, for 
which we assume full responsibil- 
ity. But you will understand by 
what has been said that we cannot 
adopt other lines of conduct. 


Must Obey God Only. 


‘“‘Have faith in us, beloved sons, 
as we have faith in your unbreak- 
able loyalty. Let us all have faith 
in God. But do not lead a barren 
life because of this confidence, Re- 
member that Nineveh was saved 
from destruction by prayers of 
penitents. Persevere through God 
end the Blessed Virgin with pray- 
ers, fasts and penitence also. 

“Do not forget those poor priests 
who are left without means to live. 
Show your pain by refusing to at- 


tend mundane amusements. Seek 
by all permissible and peaceful 
means annulment of those laws that 
will deprive you and your sons of 
the priceless and necessary treas- 
ure, religious life. 

“Neither your social standing, 
nor orders you may receive, nor 
anything whatsoever will relieve 
you of the grave crime before God 
and man of cooperating in. the 
serious evils which are brought 
about by the application of the 
anti-Catholic laws. 

“And for a greater reason it is 
necessary to attach the shameful 
title of traitoy to our own religion 
and to apply heavy canonical penal- 
tles to any persons who under cover 
of so-called popular action, may 
give information against the clergy 
or sacred property.” (This refers 
to the procedure whereby persons 
may inform the government of 
cases where the clergy or churches 
own property forbidden by the con- 
stitution, enabling the government 
to confiscate such property, the 
identity of their informers remain- 
ing secret.) 

“Some of the penalties which the 
Catholic Church may impose upon 
persons who have been baptized 
therein are: 

‘‘Hxcommunication of those who 
issue laws, regulations or decrecs 
against the rights and liberty of the 
church. 

“Excommunication of those who 
directly or indirectly prevent the 
exercise of religious jurisdiction. 

‘“BMxcommunication of those who 
dare to bring a bishop before a 
laical court.”’ 

“Excommunication of those giv- 
ing their names to Masonry or simi- 
lar sects that plot against the 
church or against the church au- 
thorities. 

‘“‘Excommunication of those who 
usurp, themselves or through others, 
ecclesiastical property of any na- 
ture, or prevent those rightfully en- 
titled to such property from receiv- 
ing its benefits. 

“On August 1, his holiness the 
Pope and the whole Catholic world 
will pray for the Mexican church. 
Let us join the holy father and our 
prothers throughout the world in 
making that a day of special prayer 
and penitence. 

‘‘Let us strengthen our spirits, re- 
membering how Jesus was perse- 
cuted and reviled, but resurrected. 
And so with the Mexican church, 
after the persecutions it will bs re- 
surrected more glorious than be- 
fore.”’ 

The letter concludes by imparting 
the pastoral benediction. 


Calles Declares Mexico 
Normal; Assails Catholics 


New York, July 25 (By A. P.).— 
President Calles of Mexico, in a 
telegram to the Associated Press, 
tonight declared the situation in 
his country to be normal and de- 
nied rumors of antigovernmental 
activity. In response to a query 
sent him as to the situation ‘in Mex- 
ico, he telegraphed: 

‘‘Rumors which you say circulate 
in that country of impending revo- 
lution in Mexico unfounded. 
tion is normal, with few unimpor- 
tant incidents provoked by political 
campaign of reactionaries under 
cover of the robe of Catholicism. 

“It is only a new phase of the 
old fight of reaction against the ad- 
ministrative work and the recon- 
structive labor and the consolida- 
tion of the revolutionary principles 
that the government is endeavoring 
to bring about.’’ 


Court Order Closes 
Church for 12 Days 


Lake Charles, La.. July 25 (By 
A.P.).—The First Baptist church 
of Lake Charles was closed to all 
persons until its members can hold 
a business session twelve days from 
now, in an order issued in circuit 
court here. The court order was 
issued after a hearing on injunction 
proceedings by which certain mem- 
bers sought to bar the pastor, the 
Rev. George W. Clarke, from oc- 
cupying the pulpit, claiming he had 
been relieved from his duties. Mr. 
Clarke and his friends claim that 
the action did not represent the 
sentiment of the congregation.

A year ago it. was believed 
the lid could be kept on the tariff, at least 
until the 1928 election; but the Democrats 
have forced the matter, and, according to 
Representative Hull, have challenged the Re- 
publicans to meet the issue. 

Obviously the farm relief question precipi- 
tated the issue, and, as usual, the enemies of 
protection and the present administration 
seized upon the situation, and declared the Re- 
publican tariff is responsible for the depression 
in agriculture. 

The tariff has been a political issue for many 
years. Despite the efforts of the enemies of 
protection to declare that the tariff is not a 
political but a ‘‘scientific’’ question, this year 
the Democrats themselves are responsible for 
making the tariff their one important issue. 
Now they admit the tariff is a political ques- 
tion. 

While the war brought many new problems 
and is responsible for a somewhat new align- 
ment among the people governed wholly by 
personal interests, the fact remains that the 
principle is as sound and necessary as it ever 
has been or ever will be. Notwithstanding 
the claim that new conditions alter old prin- 
ciples, this statement is challenged by those 
who have a fixed belief that sound principles 
are unchangeable. 

Ever since 1890, 36 years, this principle of 
American protection has been fought out by 
the yoters at the polls. Assaults have been 
made upon it in various forms; yet the prin- 
ciple remains as vital as ever. In the coming 
battle the lines of both historic parties may 
be broken somewhat, but the outstanding 
issue will be between those who believe that 
a tariff should be sufficiently high to give 
American procuc and manufacturers free- 
dom from unfair foreign competition in the 
American markets, and those who believe that 
the tariff snould be so adjusted as to compel 
American producers and manufacturers. to 
meet the lower prices of foreign producers 
and manufacturers in the American markets. 

Free trade is repudiated; a revenue tariff 
is ineffective since the present tariff has pro- 
duced the largest revenue ever; so a ‘“‘competi- 
five tariff’’ is the latest label. That means a 

“if low enough to compel American pro- 
‘ucers and manufacturers to meet foreign 
competition in the American markets. 

The issue and the principle involved should 
be carefully studied from all angles. It may 
have an important bearing upon the welfare 
of every American citizen. The Democrats 
have chosen a battlefield, and must see it 
through to a finish. It will be a battle worthy 
deep study by all.* Facts should control. 
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Any man’s degree of ignorance is in exact 
proportion to his eagerness to air the little 
knowledge he has.

The activities of the bureau are divided 
roughly into two classifications, financial and 
merchandise. Both carry on a very necessary 
and unduplicated service. Today, as a result 
of the work of the merchandise department, 
advertising in Washington is on a higher plane 
than ever before, comparatively free from in- 
accuracies, and with a new note of conserva- 
tiveness that has undoubtedly strengthened 
public respect and confidence. Nearly twenty- 
five hundred cases were handled by the mer- 
chandise division during the year. All were 
investigated, and, in practically all instances, 
adjusted to the satisfaction of the customer. 
Over three hundred individuals brought com- 
rlaints of unfair treatment directly to the 
ofiices of the bureau. In all cases there has

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A BRITISH LABOR TRIUMPH. 

The retirement of Sir Patrick Hastings from 
the house of commons brought about a by- 
election, which gave Miss Margaret Bondfielll 
the opportunity of the British 
parliament. In doing so, she has covered her- 
self with honor and the labor party, to which 
she belongs, with renewed. prestige. The 


Wallsend division, where the vacancy exjsted, 
was, indeed, already in the possession of the 
laborites, but Sir Patrick Hastings had car- 
ried it, in a straight contest, by a majority of 
only 1,602 over Samuel Howard, his conserva- 
tive opponent. Miss Bondfield—or ‘Our Mag- 
gie,”’’ as she is affectionately known to the 
British trade union world—had to fight not 
only Howard, but also a liberal candidate and, 
in a phrase racy of the soil, she ‘‘made hares” 
of both. Her plurality over the conservative 
was 9,027, and her absolute majority over 
both conservative and liberal combined was 
5,027. She polled altogether 18,866 votes, as 
against the 17,274 formerly secured by Hast- 
ings. It is highly significant that Howard's 
figure dropped from the 15,672, which he 
obtained against Hastings, to 9,839, when 
his opponent was Miss Bondfield. The liberal 
was a bad third with 4,000. It is evident, 
from these figures, that “Our Maggie’? scored 
both a great personal and a great party 
triumph. 

She now rejoins the small but brainy and 
undaunted band of women members of the 
hotse of commons, comprising, in addition to 
herself, Viscountess .Astor, the Duchess of 
Atholl, Mrs. Hilton Philipson, Miss E. Wil- 
kinson and Miss Susan Lawrence. 

Miss Bondfield has had a remarkable career. 
Not only has she been president of the Trade 
Union Conference, but she was also the first 
woman to attain office in a British govern- 
ment. This, latter feat she performed when 
she was appointed parliamentary secretary to 
the ministry of labor in the short-lived but 
highly important administration of Ramsay 
MacDonald. She is, therefore, a power in the 
councils of the British labor party, and there 
can be no doubt that further honors await 
her, if and when that party is once more in- 
trusted with the reins of government in 
Britain. In the meantime, she is bound to 
make her mark as a legislator.

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REASONABLE RESENTMENT. 

According to information brought from 
France by returning visitors, the people of 
that republic have some excuse for their out- 
breaks against tourists from this side of the 
Atlantic. It is always aggravating to be 
taunted by the vociferous quidnunc with “I 
told you so.’’ When American tourists insist 
upon sneering at the French financial debacle 
on all occasions it is not surprising that our 
late allies should forget the aid rendered them 
by our doughboys, gobs and leathernecks eight 
years ago. 

One of these returned visitors tells many 
stories of incidents he witnessed recently in 
Paris and at Deauville. This visitor declares 
that a party of American men and women en- 
tered the French capital through the ‘Gare 
du Nord’’ and to show. their contempt for the 
currency of France, they plastered the side of 
their compartment on the train with 20, 50 
and 100 franc notes. To still further exhibit 
their disdain. they deliberately lighted their 
cigarettes and cigars with similar pieces of 
paper in order to let the Frenchman know 
how little the valué of the paper franc was 
regarded. 

Instances of like character were reported 
by other travelers and all expressed the belief 
that it was just such contemptuous treatment 
that accounts, in great measure, for the ill- 
feeling which has become prevalent through- 
out those sections of France “‘patronized”’ by 
boorish American tourists within recent 
months. Under such conditions the resent- 
ment of the French people is more than nat- 
ural, it is commendable, so far as it affects 
the individual offender. 

Fortunately Americans guilty of such boor- 
ishness are in the minority. There are.enough 
of the type, however, to create a bad impression 
and bring discredit upon their country among 
the sensitive people of France who fail to 
appreciate the brand of alleged humor for 
which such actions are intended.

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THE PHILIPPINES. 

It is hardly likely that Col..Carmi Thomp- 
son’s visit to the Philippine islands has any- 
thing to do with the administration of Gov- 
ernor General Wood. In fact, Gen. Wood em- 
phatically denies that he has any idea of re- 
signing. 

Philippine independence seems to be the one 
undesirable feature of administration inherited 
by Gen. Wood. A year ago he vetoed a reso- 
lution adopted by both houses of the Philippine 
legislature, providing for a pledbiscite or refer- 
endum on the question of independence. Re- 
cently the Philippine senate adopted a Similar 
resolution, which is now before the stint se 
promoters of independence claim they have the 
right of reference of a veto to the President of 
the United States. 

Since President McKinley appointed the Taft 
commission there have been six governor 
generals—-the last two (Harrison and Wood) 
associated with a Philippine legislature elected 
by the Filipinos. ; :

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COL. LAWRENCE, AIR MECHANIC, 

It has rarely happened in this old world 
that men who have achieved fame, in wars, 
in literature, or the sciences, have-.elected to 
descend from their pinnacles and hide them- 
selves from their fellows. Ordinary mortals, 
however, are usually content to remain in the 
glare and display their decorations. 

During the world war the name of Lieut. 
Col. Lawrence was frequently found in the 
dispatches, especially those from Asia Minor, 
because of the great aid he was able to render 
British officers in the campaign against the 
Turkish allies of the kaiser. He had lived for 
years on and near the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean and the Red sea and had the confidence 
of the Bedouin tribes to the last degree. He Is 
credited with having aided Gen. Allenby, com- 
mander of the British army, in the anti-Turkish 
campaign, to a. greater extent than any other 
man. But throughout his military career he 
preferred to play the game alone and in his 
own way, and was permitted to have that way. 
Called affectionately the ‘‘uncrowned King of 
Arabia,’’ he refused decorations and even flew 
away in his airplane from a cereMonial 
presentation for which he had been summoned. 

Little has been heard of Col. Lawrence dur- 
ing the years since the armistice, but it has 
been discovered that under an assumed name 
he is serving in the British royal air force 
as an enlisted mechanic. The only explanation 
vouchsafed by this strange man is that he finds 
outdoor military life and hard work with long 
hours beneficial to his health. Lawrence 
seems to prefer a monkey-wrench to a scepter.

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THE WHEAT OUTLOOK. 

When Congress reassembles in December the 
“farm bloc’’ may be expected to renew its ef- 
fort to force Congress to create a value for 
surplus wheat which the law of supply and 
demand will not warrant. Not only are the 
prospects bright for a very large crop of 
cereal grain in the United States, but the in- 
ternational agricultural bureau in its world 
reports apparently foresees no shortage which 
would serve to increase value of the American 
surplus. 

If that were not enough to spread uneasiness 
through the wheat belt, it is learned through 
a French language newspaper published in 
Sofia that the kingdom of Bulgaria is carrying 
on experiments with new varieties of wheat 
which apparently have demonstrated that even 
the Balkan states may become an important 
factor in the wheat markets of the world. 

“This year,’ announces La Bulgurie, ‘‘we 
shall experiment with new kinds of wheat, 
which have been developed through much la- 
bor, in a dozen villages and on many private 
properties. There are some 5,000 of these 
tests being carried on at the present time.’”’ 
[t is further explained by the Sofia newspaper 
that by the sowing season of 1927 it is ex- 
pected the increased acreage sown to these 
new varieties will approach 100,000 acres and 
that by the end of five years Bulgaria prob- 
ably will have an excess of 500,000 tons of 
exportable grain. . 

All of which may be looked upon as an in- 
dication that the horizon for the farmer in 
the wheat belt shows signs of increasing cloud- 
iness. The grower of domestic wheat is not 
receiving a fair price for his product, but the 
remedy is not to be found in price-fixing legis- 
lation. The economic law of supply and de- 
mand must be met and the farmer may yet 
see the wisdom of crop diversification and put 
it into effect.

To the Editor of The Post—-SIT: 
Somewhere in the back chamber ot 
‘the brain pan which surmounts the 
cervical vertebrae of my spinal col- 
umn is the recollection of a cartoon 
which appeared in Life back in 
1918. It was a picture of a wan 
and emaciated man in the uniform 
of an American soldier. By his side 
was the picture of a gushing young 
thing who greeted the doughboy 
rapturously, “Oh, you hero,’’ and 
the khaki-clad boy responded dis- 
gustedly, ‘“‘I ain’t no hero, I’m a 
regular.’’

Over the grave is a tall shaft erect- 
ed by the citizens of Washington 
in memory of those poor girls. 

Two weeks ago the country was 
horrified over the news of the most 
terrific explosion ever known in the 
United States, through which an 
unknown number of lives were sac- 
rificed. Then came the thrilling 
account of the heroism of the 
“leathernecks”’ of the marine corps 
who volunteered to crawl into the 
crater of hell to recover the bodies 
of the comrades who had stuck to 
their posts regardless of the fact 
that such devotion ‘to duty meant 
certain death.

Prince Georges Celebrates 
Anniversary With Special 
Services at Rockville. 


HISTORY OF FOUNDING 


JULY 25, 1726, IS GIVEN 


Addresses by Former Mem- 
bers and Special Music 
Complete Program. 


The two hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of Prince Georges 


parish was celebrated in Christ 
Episcopal church, Rockville, Md., 
yesterday in the presence of many 
former members of the parish and 
others from Montgomery county 
and the District. The parish, which 
now comprises but two churches, 
Christ church here and Ascension 
church at Gaithersburg, originally 
embraced all of what is now the 
District of Columbia, Prince 
Georges, Montgomery, Frederick, 
Washington, Gafrett and Alleghany 
counties and a part of Carroll 
county. 

Exercises were in charge of the 


Rev. Millard F. Minnick, pastor of 
Christ church, and included com- 
munion at 7:30 a. m. conducted by 
the rector, and services at 11 a. m. 
and 8 p. m. in charge of Rev. Mr. 
Minnick. 

The Rev. James E. Freeman, 
bishop of Washington, was unable 
to attend as he is out of the city. 
A letter from his summer home in 
Maine congratulating the parish 
was read. 


History of Parish Given. 


A historical sketch of Prince 
Georges parish, from its founding 
to the present time, was given by 
the Rev. Mr. Minnick at the morn- 
ing service. He stated that the act 
of the Colonial assembly granting 
a charer to the vestry of Prince 
Georges parish, was approved July 
25, 1726, 200 years ago yesterday. 
The first church, he _ said. was 
erected on what is now the District 
of Columbia land, donated by Col. 
John Bradford, and which is now 
the cemetery of Rock Creek parish. 

The first church near Rockville 
was built in 1738 where the Rock- 
ville Union cemetery is now located. 
In 1822 the church was moved to 
Rockville and a building was erected 
on the present site of Christ church, 
the land being donated by Solomon 
Holland. The first rectory was built 
in 1829 on ground given by Judge 
Kilgour, and the present rectory oc- 
cupies a site donated by Miss Mar- 
garet Beall, the pastor stated. Both 
the church and the rectory have 
been built several times, he said. 

Plans for erection of a parish hall 
on the site adoining the church were 
explained by William H. Baden, a 
member of the parish and chairman 
of the parish hall building commit- 
tee. 

At the evening service, following 
the prayer meeting conducted by the 
pastor, addresses on parish history 
were delivered by the Rev. Charles 
T. Warner and the Rev. Enoch Ma- 
gruder Thompson, former members 
of the parish. Musical programs 
were given by the church choir at 
all services. 


Isolated Village Hid 
In Wilds of Siberia 


Riga, July 25 (By A. P.)—A 
hitherto unknown village in a re- 
mote interior of the arctic zone is 
reported by the Russian officer, S. 
Popow, in the ‘‘Russkoje Wrenja.”’ 

On his wanderings’ through 
northern Siberia, Popow stumbled 
on a Village of 38 male and female 
inhabitants who had never seen a 
stranger before. Their village is 
thousands of kilometers from any 
human habitation and inclosed on 
three sides by .a vast bog. 

Popow, who lived among the vil- 
lagers for two years, describes them 
as being almost primeval in their 
habits and instincts and as having 
but a vague notion that they are 
Russian. They speak Russian, but 
so profusely interspersed with old 
Slavic words as to be almost un- 
recognizable.

Makes Issues in Primary 
Strictly Local. 


By ARTHUR EVANS. 
Lincoln, Nebr., July -~For a 
State embraced in the agrarian up- 
rising belt, Nebraska to the travel- 
er appears calm and placid enough. 


Resentment over failure of farm re- 
lief in Congress seems to diminish 
when one crosses the Missouri river 
and the politicians are having a 
hard time stirring the farmers up. 

Statewide primaries are coming 
August 10, but nobody, outside the 
candidates, seems to be interested. 
The high spot is the governorship, 
no senatorship being up this time 
and the farmers are busy with their 
crops and are not bothering with 
politics. The outstanding phase of 
this languid campaign is the possi- 
ble recrudescence of Charles W. 
Bryan, who, it may be remembered, 
ran for vice president on the Demo- 
cratic ticket two years. ago, and 
who is now ambitious to climb back 
into the governor's chair which he 
occupied one term. He is unop- 
posed for the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

Gov. Adam McMullen, Republi- 
can, has two rivals for nomination 
on the G. O. P. ticket, Robert CG. 
Ross, of Lexington, and Fred (4. 
Johnson, of Hastings. Some of his 
appointments are drawing criticism 
from some quarters but the general 
belief is that he will get the re- 
nomination on his general record. 


Democrats Are Hopeful. 


_ The issues are local, but with 
Charley. Bryan in the field, the 
Democrats are hopeful of dragging 
in enough sideshow stuff to make 
lt look like a resounding slap on 
the back for the Democratic nation- 
al party in case Bryan wins. The 
tariff may be utilized for this. But 
the mere weather may cut more 
weight than any thing else. Every- 
body is praying for rain. and as 
many experienced politicians view 
it, if the corn is hurt too much by 
drought, it will aid Bryan more 
than 1,000,000 speeches. The reap- 
pearance of Bryan in Nebraska poll- 
tics has brought a yell from the Re- 
publicans that he belongs down in 
Florida and if elected the executive 
Office would likely be moved to Palm 
Beach or Miami for the winter. 
Bryan retorts that he was merely 
taking a winter vacation under the 
cocoanut trees, the first one in 30 
years. He had no intention of leay- 
ing Nebraska. 

Anyhow there were probably as 
many Nebraskans in Florida last 
year as back home—-it looked that 
way from the automobile license 
tags. Bryan says 25,000 voters 
importuned him to run. That was 
invitation enough. 

Taxes are one issue. Mr. Bryan 
is telling them that as governor he 
cut faxes a third. The Republicans 
say this was a paper showing and 
that when McMullen went in his 
heritage from Bryan was an 
cumulation of debts.

Both Urge Farm Relief. 


On farm relief Gov. McMullen has 
been whooping it up early and late, 
so that although Bryan claims to 
have been one of the early discovy- 
erers and proponents of the general 
scheme to control farm surplus, 
there is no issue here. 

The Bryan experiments in public 
ownership are to be given much 
exploitation after the primaries. 
When Charley was governor, he 
opened one small 
station and threatened to open 
others. Shortly afterward the price 
went down 3 cents, then 3 cents 
more here and also, may be re- 
marked, in other Stafes. Pointing 
to this, Mr. Bryan tflls the voters 
he did it and that Que to his fight 
against profiteeri $9,000,000 a 
year was saved Nebraska’s flivyver 
drivers. 

It looks like an interesting fight 
and wherever one travels he finds 
the politicians all asking: ‘Will 
Charley manage to come back?”’

are not as wrought up ‘over farm 
relief as in some other States. 
Absentee landlords who live in the 
cities, retired farmers and tenant 
farmers are most inclined to dis- 
cuss it, but among the soil tillers 
one finds quite as much skepticism 
expressed over the efficacy of the 
bills that failed at Washington as 
there is support for them. Out in 
the smaller communities they talk 
more about rail rates and Panama 
competition than about surplus con- 
trol, and one uncovers a sentiment 
among many Nebraska farmers who 
own their acres that most of the 
noise comes from politicians and 
the leaders in farm organizations.

| Court Ruling May: Decide 
Strength of Dempsey’s 
Rejuvenated Proboscis 


EW YORK, July 25 (By A. P.). 

An affidavit filed in court 

may settle the question of 

who it was that remodeled Jack 
Dempsey’s nose. - 

It also may establish the fact that 
the champion’s new nose can stand 
a 25 per cent heavier punch than 
his old one. 

The affidavit is attached to a 
summons and complaint filed‘yester- 
day by attorneys for Dr.. William E. 
Balsinger of Los Angeles, asking an 
injunction to restrain Dr. Luis P. 
Berne, of this city, from claiming 
credit for the operation. 

Dr. Balsinger says: “On or 
about the eighteenth day of August 
1924, I remodeled, straightened 
and ‘errected’ the nose of the said 
Jack Dempsey. As_ reconstructed, 
Dempsey’s nose is fully 25 per cent 
stronger than his old one, and there- 
| fore can sustain a blow at least 25 
| per cent harder than any his former 
| nose could stand. 
| “Jack Dempsey was so pleas- 


ed with the result of his nasal 
operation that he recommended 
many friends of his, mostly 
men engaged in the boxing pro- 
fession, to be treated -similarly

These figures compare with 
monthly averages of 855,000 tons 
of pig iron in 1913 and 519,700 in 
1925. The 1913 monthly average 
of steel production was 638,600 
tons and 616,400 tons in 1925. 


Belgian Economic 
Conditions Improved 


(By Associated Press.) 

An optimistic view of general 
economic conditions in Belgium was 
presented yesterday by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States through publication of a 
study made for the American sec- 
tion of the International Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The study points out, however, 
that the task assigned King Albert 
of rescuing the falling Belgian 
frank and stabilizing currency is 
‘‘difficult, particularly in view of 
the disturbing influence of the fall- 
ing French franc.” ‘‘But,’’ the 
chamber’s announcement said, ‘‘de- 
spite the difficulties encountered in 
what is characterized as a courag- 
eous effort at currency stabilization, 
the survey discloses that funda- 
mental conditions in Belgium show 
marked improvement since the 
war.”

He said that about one-third of 
the 86 pensioners have already pald 
Mr. Moulton the one-third fee, and 
in case all paid in full, Mr. Moulton 
would still receive ‘only $7,000 or 
$8,000 for a labor that required 
nearly three years.” 

One of the protesting pensioners 
who admitted signing the agree- 
ment, explained his viewpoint ag 
follows: 

‘Although I don’t feel under any 
obligation in the matter, I will be 
glad to pay Mr. Moulton a reason- 
‘able amount if it is through. his in- 
fluence that the bill granting the 
money was passed.

Washington auditorium. 

Only false reasoning, Dr. Gordon 
asserted, can hold that “the reign 
of law puts God out of business.” 
When we use the laws of nature we 
are cooperating with God, he con- 
tended.
